“Whether we like it or not,” Ta- 
mir said bluntly, “the PLO is the 
movement of the Palestinians.” 

Tamir, who met earlier in the day 
with Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy, said he was not 
about to change his views in the face 
of any political storm that might 
erupt in Israel as a result of his 
controversial remarks. 

Possibly because there were two 
versions of what Tamir said in 
Washington, the reaction at home 
was initially relatively muted. None- 
theless the Likud has already de- 
manded that Foreign Minister Peres 
recall Tamir from Washington and 
sack him.

OC Central Command Amram 
Mitzna said yesterday that the West 
Bank settler who accidentally shot 
two soldiers on Wednesday when 
reacting to a petrol bomb attack on 
rd Car was not justified in opening

Settlers called Mitza’s state- 

ments “premature.” The settler, 
Gedalia Becker of Ma’aleh Amos, 
told police he felt his life was threat- 
ened when he fired the shots after 
his car was attacked near Efrat, 
south of Bethlehem. 
_ Mitzna said a preliminary army 
investigation found that the petrol 
bomb exploded behind Becker's 
car, and he travelled some 60 metres 
before getting out and firing eleven 
shots from his pistol at two figures 
he saw in the darkness. The figures 
were soldiers serving in a unit post- 
ed in the area, who were chasing the 
assailants. 

Becker was released on bail after 
being questioned at the Bethlehem 
police station. His 9mm. pistol was 
confiscated for ballistic tests, and a 
police spokesman said a decision on 
whether to press charges would be 
made when an investigation ends 
next week. , 

Becker. a father of six in his 30's, 
served five years as a combat heli- 
copter pilot in Vietnam, i: 
to Mordechai Alexander, secretary 
of Ma’aleh Amos. Becker tends 


sheep and goats at the settlement, - 


where he has lived for the past two 
years. He immigrated to Israel four 
years ago. , 

“This is an example of a situation 
in which a civilian uses his gun after 
the danger has passed,” Mitzna told 
reporters during a visit to the 
wounded soldiers at Hadassah Hos- 
pital in Ein Kerem. “In our assess- 
ment, the shooting was not justi- 
fied.” 


“The only thing [Becker] had to 
do was to drive to the first place 
where he could report the incident,” 
Mitzna added. “That's the differ- 
ence between a civilian and a sol- 
dier. A civilian should use his gun 
solely for self-defence, to extricate 
himself from a life-threatening situ- 
ation, when there is no alternative 
to using his weapon. He is not there 
to solve the problem, punish some- 
one, or take deterrent action. 

“Any other situation is illegal, 
and dangerous to the shooter, sol- 
diers, and innocent civilians.” 

Military sources said there have 
been several recent cases in which 
settlers endangered soldiers” while 
firing weapons in the territories. 

“I fully understand the tension 
and pressure felt by the civilians, 
and we take this into account,” 
Mitzna said. “But we insist that they 
act within limits.” 

Mitzna said he saw no need to 

open-fire orders for civil- 


coordination between the IDF and 
settlers. 

The two soldiers wounded in the 
incident are Nitzan Peri, 20, of Jeru- 
salem, who was shot in the stomach, 
and Giora Sifan, 20, of Rishon Let- 
zion, who was struck in the leg. Peri 
underwent surgery for damage to his 


large intestine, and will remain hos-. 


pitalized for at least 10 days. 

Mordechai Alexander expressed 
deep regret over the shooting, but 
said Becker felt his life was in dan-

Air access over the straits or over 
Turkey for Soviet naval aviation has also nut been 
certain because of the Montreux Convention and 
Turkish membezship in NATO ; thus air as well as 
naval bases in the Mediterranean have been a long- 
ierm Soviet political-military aim. 


Given this background, it becomes possible to 
understand the strategic significance of the Soviet 
facility at Tartus. This past May. Jane's Defence 
Weekly described Tartus as “the primary mainte- 
nance facility for Soviet submarines operating in 
the Mediterrancan.” It also noted that the Soviet 
admiral in charge of the Soviet effort at Tartus 
previously supervised the development of the Sovi- 
et Navy's large Far Eastern base during the mid- 
1980's at Cam Ranh Bay in Vietnam. 


There are in fact striking points of similiarity 
between the two facilities: both permit a substantial 
growth of the Soviet naval presence in relatively 
warm waters. precluding the need to reinforce and 
maintain Soviet vessels from distant northern ports 
like Murmansk and Vladivostok. 


Furthermore. both Svria and Vietnam are Soviet 
military clients that are in a considerable state of 
financial indebtedness to Moscow. Increased ac- 
cess to military facilities appears to be the currency 
both states have chosen to pay off their Russian 
patron. 


A great deal has been written on the impact of 
the Cam Ranh Bay facility on the superpower naval 
balance in the Western Pacific, especially in light of 
the uncertainty over the future of the U.S. Navy's 
base at Subic Bay in the Philippines. Since the 
Soviet Union's Tartus upgrading programme is far 
more recent — reports on the expansion of the base 
began to appear in 1987 ~ its impact on the naval 
balance is not yet clear. But just as the U.S. faces 
basing problems in the Far East, it also bas been 
confronted with some uncertainty regarding the 
extent of its access to facilities belonging to its 
NATO allies in southern Europe. 


It is this combination, of improving Soviet access 
arrangements with declining American basing op- 
tions, that should be of concern to Washington in 
both the Viemmamese and Syrian cases. 


THE IRONIC TIMING of the buildup of the 
Tartus facility - coming just as the Soviets are 
trying to demonstrate that they are on their best 
behaviour -- has several points of strategic 
significance. 
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First, it suggests that Syria is a client of a differ- 
ent order for the Soviet Union. It is not a remote 
point in the Third World of dubious strategic value. 
Syria is geographically located in the Middle East, 
but strategically it interacts with the Mediterranean 
and hence with NATO-Europe. In fact. it can be 
argued that the Soviet buildup at eds ene 

ing just as the strategic i ice of the iter- 
ae is increating for the NATO-Warsaw Pact 
balance. 

The Intermediate Nuclear Forces (INF) agree- 
ment of last December, while banning Jand-based 
intermediate range ballistic and cruise missiles, did 
not ban intermediate range sea-based systems. The 
relative importance of the Sixth Fleet’s nuclear- 
armed missiles and aircraft to the nuclear balance 
in the European theatre has thus correspondingly 


tisen. 

Second, that U.S. officials in Washington chose 
to leak the story of the Tartus buildup, indicates the 
lack of consensus in Administration about re- 
cent trends in U.S. policy towards the Soviet 
Union. These officials appear to be saying that 
while Saviet military behaviour seems to be im- 
proving in certain areas of the world, more consid- ~ 
eration ought to be given to what Moscow is up to 
in the eastern Mediterranean before broad conclu- 
sions are drawn. ᾿ 

It is noteworthy that recent publications put out 
in Washington, like the Department of Defence's 
Soviet Military Power or its Annual Report, do not 
discuss the Tartus facility. though a great deal has 
been written about Cam Ranh Bay. 


FOR ISRAEL, the Soviet arm tb acy has 
some important inuplications. It en the con- 
ventional wisdom that since Gorbachev advised 
Assad in April 1987 that the Arab-Israel conflict 
could not be solved by military means, Syria has 
had an increasing degree of doubt concerning the 
extent of Soviet support in the event of war - 
especially in the event of a war that Damascus 


. chose to initiate. 


Thus Assad could not be certain whether he 
would receive immediate resupply of lost equip- 
ment or whether the USSR would intervene mili- 
tarily to save his regime against a successful Israeli 
counterattack that threatened Damascus. But 
while Assad has not been helpful in the convening 
of a Middle East peace conference that would give 
Moscow a recognized role in the peace process, the 
Tartus facility demonstrates that Moscow and Da- 
mascus nonetheless have mutual strategic interests 
on which to base their relationship. In other words, 
the state of Soviet-Syrian relations may be more 
complex than previously thought. 

In fact, the stream of high-level Soviet military” 
visits to Damascus this past year would indicate 
that the Soviet-Syrian strategic relationship is still 
vital. Assad’s doubts about his Soviet sponsors may 
exist, but they also may be counterbalanced by 
Soviet military interest in his ports and airfields. 

The growth of a Soviet military facility in Syria at 
a time when there are increasing doubts about the 
magnitude of the future U.S. presence in Spain, -.

Portugal, and Greece, would suggest that the U.S. 
Navy will look to establish alternative basing ar- 
rangements in the Mediterranean. 

Clearly, even short of establishing an extra-terri- 
torial base here, the strategic importance of Israel 
to the U.S. ought to be increasing in the future. It is 
not suprising that U.S.-Israeli strategic cooperation 
in past years has been focused on the castern 
Mediterranean and has included, among other 
things, joint anti-submarine exercises. Of course, 
even if strategic developments suggest that the 
U.S.-Israel relationship ought to. become cl 
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the future, political factors will ultimately deter- 
mine the course of American policy. ῳ 
Israel's strategic importance may increase Just as 
‘Washington is assessing that the overall global 
threat of the Soviet Union to American interests is 
on the decline.

U.S. medi- 
cine, fuel, ammunition and weapon, 
should be pre-positioned secretly in 
Israel to facilitate rapid movement 
to the Persian Gulf or Nato’s south- 
ern flank if needed.” 

“Military intelligence liaison and 
technical cooperation should be or- 
ganized to promote the maximum 
degree of cross-pollination in the 
joint assessment and countering of 
Soviet weaponry,” it continued. “{s- 
raeli military technology should be 
adopted where practicable, includ- 
ing potential Israeli contributions to 
the Strategic Defence [nitiative. 
The U.S. also should push for the 
closest possible cooperation against 
terrorism and take advantage of Is- 
raeli counter-terrorist intelligence 
and techniques.” 

The Dukakis campaign, in a 
lengthy position paper on the Mid- 
dle East, underlined the importance 
of the U.S.-Israeli strategic relation- 
ship. But it was by no means as 
specific as the comparable Bush 
document released in recent weeks. 

“The next president must chal- 
lenge the Soviets to use their influ- 
ence with Syria to end that country’s

Still, there remains no doubt that 
the Soviet Union's unfolding pos- 
ture in the Middle East -- whether 
hostile.or friendly toward the U.S. 
and Israel — wili have a majot bear- 
ing on the direction of U.S.-Israeli 
relations. 
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ISRAEL SEEMS to have a remark- 
able talent for slaying myths, and 
the latest one to have been laid to 
fest is.that of free education. Par- 
ents have always had to pay for the 
little extras, but in the school year 
that was scheduled to begin yester- 
day, the amounts of money parents 
are expected to invest in their chil- 
dren's schooling wiil reach a level 
that architects of the Compulsory 
Free Education Law could never 
have envisaged. 

These days almost everything 
costs money. Parents have to pay for 
cleaning, decorating, computers, 
dental care, teaching accessories, 
accident insurance, maintenance 
and outings. Many of these pay- 
ments are compulsory. But even 
those that are meant to be optional 
are often enforced with an iron hand 
by schools: at the end of the last 
school year, Tel Aviv's prestigious 
Herzliya Gymnasium threatened 
not to issue examination certificates 
to pupils whose parents didn’t meet 
a “voluntary™ maintenance pay- 
ment of NIS 140. 

But it is the area of enrichment 
programmes, more popularly 
known as “grey education,” that is 
causing the biggest holes in parent’s 
pockets. That this phenomenon is 
more widespread than ever before is 
not open to question. The Educa- 
tion Ministry is finding it virtually 
impossible to find out the extent of 
“prey education,” because, accord- 
ing to ministerial adviser Dr. Dov 
Goldberger, there are too many 
programmes of this sort to to count. 

The sudden popularity of grey 

education (ministry officials say it 
has exploded over the last two 
years) is seen as a direct result of the 
huge cuts in the Education Minis- 
try’s budget. There are fewer teach- 
ers. fewer hours,. fewer facilities, 
and more children. Parents feel — in 
many instances with total justifica- 
tion that their children 4 simply are 
fot getting enough education. - 

This leads to the forming of vol- 
untary parent associations, some- 
times managed in conjunction with 
the school and the focal authority, 
which collect money to provide ex- 
tra classes for primary-school chil- 
dren after the official four hours of 
teaching end at noon. As a mule, 
parents are deeply involved in defin- 
ing the content of these suppiemen- 
tary classes, and most of those who 
spoke to The Jerusalem Post sup- 
ported the scheme wholeheartedly. 
Parents whose children’s schools did 
not offer grey-education pro- 
grammes usually expressed regret. 


GREY EDUCATION is most 
widespread in the country’s primary 
schools, where the cuts in hours and 
equipment have been most drastic. 
The Education Ministry's Avi Selah 
explained that the average number 
of scheduled weekly hours of tuition 
per class in primary schools is 31, of 
which at least five are used by teach- 
ers and principals for administrative 
Purposes from which the children 
never directly benefit. This leaves 
an average of 26 weekly hours, just 
over four hours a day. for the chi 
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Ruth Salmi, a graphic designer from Tel Aviv’s Afeka 


pecially abundant in schools in mid- 
die-class areas. Either because such 
parents are better off financially or 
because they are more alert to the 
importance of education, they have 
been far more ready to band togeth- 
er to provide their children with in- 
struction that has been dropped 
from the official curriculum for lack 
of money. 

Education Ministry guidelines 
permit only this kind of instruction. 
Grey education is officially forbid- 
den to include subjects taught in 
regular school hours. Most schools 
pay lip service to this rule, at least 
when talking to the press, but na- 
merous teachers admit that children 
are in fact being instructed after 
hours in math, English, and other 
regular subjects. The ministry has 
not found a way of punishing 
offenders.

It’s an 
extremely valuable programme, and 
I regard it as essential to the kids‘ 
education. Believe me, the country 
would look a lot better if all pupils 
went through courses of this kind.” 

There is also an art programme, a 
nature course, sports activities and a 
day on which the children can 
choose from various activities. The 
programme was designed by the 
parents, who pay NIS 99 a month 
for the first child, with significant 


‘reductions for every additional 


child. Salmi said that parents who 
ask for discounts because they can- 
not afford more are always an- 
swered affirmatively. 
OPPONENTS of grey education 
contend that the supplementary 
programmes increase the education 
gap between children from rich and 
poor families, and that by taking 
over what should be a government- 
funded programme, grey education 
relieves the state of one of its major 
as “hopelessly biased.” 

“Grey education is not for the 
rich,” she asserted: “I'm not rich. I 
just make the calculation that my 
kids’ education is top priority. I 
spend NIS 1,000 on supplementary 
lessons while other people buy vid- 
eos. I have no dishwasher, no big 
TV and no video, and I drive a 1974 
car. I just think that education is the 
most important thing and I'm willing 
to make sacrifices for it. If you feel 
strongly enough about it, you can 
always find the money; if you can’t, 
then there are reductions.” 

Salmi argues that grey education 
is simply the new form of hugim 
(activity workshops) to which thou- 
sands of parents still send their kids. 
“Grey education is more conve- 
nient, More open to supervision, 
and costs less than the Augim. Be- 


fore the start of the school supple- 
mentary courses, I had to run all 
over the city in the afternoon to take 
the kids to the Augim. It was ridicu- 
lous.” 

Other parents who still send their 
children to Augim supported Salmi's 
assertion. “I send my daughter to 
four hugim, each costing NIS 30 a 
month,” said lawyer David Amir of 
Raanana. “They are less conve- 
nient, because they start in the after- 
noon, not straight after school, and I 
also don't really know what goes on 
there.” he said. - 

Amir added if bis daughter's 
School had a grey-education pro- 
gramme, he would not hesitate to 
enrol ber. 

Salmi also argued forcefully 
against contentions by both the 
Teachers Union and the National 
Parents Association that grey edu- 
cation was relieving the mment 
of an obligation. ‘I also feel cheated 
by the government,” Salmi argued. 
“They aren't giving me what 1 am 
entitled to -- free education for my 
kids. But why should 1 wait for 
someone else to act? I can’t fight 
these battles at the expense of the 
children. They are not pawns.” 


NEVERTHELESS, there seems to 
be little doubt that grey education 
will increase the gaps between rich 
and poor areas. In Tel Aviv, for 
example, the programmes are al- 
Most totally concentrated in the 
Prosperous northside. 

City Hall has over the past year 
encouraged the formation of 10 vol- 
untary parents associations. Ac- 
cording to the head of the municipal 
education department, Dr. Haim 
Bassok, it is too early to judge the 
results. But he acknowledged that it 
was a problem and said that the city 
was directing funds to enrichment 
programmes and extra lessons in the 
official school programme. But it is 
Not only the poor who are doing 
without. In the distinctly middie- 
class suburb of Kiryat Ono, grey- 
education courses exist only for 
grades 1 and 2 in the Nir community 
school. Frances Bar, whose eight- 
year-old son Gili just started the 
third grade at Nir, deplores the fact 
that now he will have to do without 
the grey education that extended his 
school day till 1:45 every day. In- 
stead. he will attend hugim from 3 to 
6 p.m. 

Bar was unaware that there are 
primary schools that offer grey edu- 
cation the whole way through, and 
said that she wished that Nir would 
adopt such a scheme. “As it is, 
many parents send their kids for pri- 
vate lessons, which cost an average 
of NIS 25,” she said. 

“Free education is a joke; it no 
longer exists," said Moshe Mizrahi. 
chairman of the National Parents’ 
Association, whose views on grey 
education coincide almost entirely 
with those of the Teachers "Union. 

The latier argues that because 
grey education is available mainly to 
pupils whose parents have the most 
power, the most will, and the most 
know-how, its total effect may be 
negative. “Grey education may 
solve some of the education system's 
problems in certain specific spots,” 
a union spokeswoman argued, “but 
overall it means that there will be no 
pressure on the government to 


change anything.” 
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A chief rabbi for today 


The newly elected 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi 
of Tel Aviv is 
interviewed by Haim 
Shapiro 


RABBI YISRAEL LAU, the newly 
elected Ashkenazi chief rabbi of Tel 
Aviv, represents the 38th rabbinical 
generation in his family. He became 
aware of this thanks to the late 
American cosmetics magnate, Hele- 
oa Rubinstein, who commissioned 
her own family genealogy, in which 
Lau appears. 

This is one of the less-dramatic 
paradoxes in his life. which the well- 
groomed and distinguished-looking 
rabbi, now chief rabbi of Netanya., 
began as a child slave labourer. To- 
day, in a society in which rabbis are 
at times viewed with suspicion, Lau 
commands a remarkable degree of 
Tespect and even affection. 

In an interview that took place in 
the snack bar of Television House in 
Jerusalem, where Lau is a regular 
visitor, a steady stream of employ- 
ees, including cleaning women and 
technicians, cameramen and pro- 
ducers, offered him their best wish- 
es, often with considerable emotion. 
While Lav himself has no TV ser in 
his home, he regularly watches 
items that interest him at his 
neighbours”. 

When Lau was five and a half, his 
father, Moshe Haim Lau, the last 
rabbi of Piotrkow, Poland, was sent 
to Treblinka, together with 18,000 
other Jews. In one hand, Lau re- 
called, his father held a Tora scroll; 
in the other, the hand of Lau's 
brother, Shmuel, who also perished 
there. 

In 1944, even before the war end- 
ed, the New York Yiddish Daily 
Forward published an account by a 
survivor of Moshe Haim Lau’s last 
message at the entrance to the death 
camp, dwelling on the phrase from 
the book of Psalms, “1! will declare 
‘Your grace at dawn and Your faith- 
fulness at night," and stressing the 
need for faith not only in good 
times, but also in moments of utter 
despair. 

This, said Lau, has remained a 
watchword for him throughout his 
life. Meanwhile, Lau bad remained 
in Piotrkow with his mother and his 
brother, Naftali (now Naftali Lavi, 
director of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal’s Israel operations). It was then 
that he was put to work in a glass 
factory, dragging a cart with bottles 
of water to the perspiring, half-na- 
ked workers manning the glass 
furnaces. 

For 12 hours a day, he recalled, 
he would drag the cart back and 
forth, from the hot furnaces to the 
snow in the yard outside, where he 
would refill the bottles. In matter- 
of-fact tones, he explained that his 
life was saved many times over by 
his brother Naftali. 

It was constantly a matter of sur- 
vival, he said, as he told how, at risk 
to his own life, Naftali got him out of 
a carload of children and old people 
on a train to Buchenwald and then 
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hid him in a knapsack he carried on 
his back. 

WHEN THE TWO arrived at Bu- 
chenwaid, the knapsack, with Yis- 
rael Lau inside it, was thrown on a 
pile of belongings to be burnt. Nuf- 
tali called out to him, and a Polish 
Gentile doctor, “evidently a Com- 
munist,” realized what was happen- 
ing and told the German guards that 
Lau was the son of non-Jewish 
friends. 

Transfered to a non-Jewish sec- 
tion in the camp, Lau was then 
watched over by a Cossack officer, 
Fyodor, who stole potatoes for him 
and, using stolen yarn and a single 
knitting needle. knitted him an ear- 
warmer for the winter nights when 
the prisoners were forced to stand 
outside for roll calls. 

Two months before the libera- 
tion, Naftali. who was due to be 
Uansferred, came to him to say 
goodby. believing that they would 
Never see cach other again. 

“Ἢ was then that I first heard the 
words "Eretz Yisrael." My brother 
told me there was one place where 
Jews were not being killed, and thit 
if 1 somehow survived | should try to 
get there. 1 had an uncle there. and 
if I woutd just tell people my name. 
my uncle would find me,” said Lau. 

But Naftali did get back to the 
camp, and soon after the liberation 
learned that certificates were being 
distributed to go to Palestine. 

“I was in quarantine with mea- 
sles, but he climbed up to my room. 
wrapped me in my sheet and took 
me down to the line so we could get 
certificates 10 go to Eretz Yisrael.” 
They were among the first legal Jew- 
ish immigrants, arriving on Tisha 
be'Av, 1945. 

Living with his uncle (the late 
Rabbi Mordechai Fogelman) in Kir- 
yat Motzkin, Lau went through a 
religious elementary school and 
went on to study first at the Kol 
Tora Yeshiva in Jerusalem and then 
at the Ponevezh Yeshiva in Bnei 
Brak. Among those whom he consid- 
ers his mentors are Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach and Rabbi Shalom Eliashiv, 
two Haredi luminaries. 

He also established contact with 
Rabbi Yitzhak Yedidiah Frenkel, 
who later became the Ashkenazi 
chief rabbi of Tel Aviv and whose 
daughter Lau was to marry. It was 
his wife's grandfather who asked 
Lau to take over, temporarily, the 
leadership of a synagogue in south 
Tel Aviv — “where | learned Yid- 
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Rabbi Yisrael Lau, after his election, with Tel Aviv mayor Shlomo

dish. he added. . 

At the same time, Lau taught Bi- 
ble and Talmud at two secular high 
schools in Tel Aviv. It was there, he 
said, that he came to know what he 
referred to as the “other Israel,” the 
Israel that is completely estranged 
from Jewish religious concepts and 
life. 

While he was teaching high 
school. Lau prepared himself for his 
own matriculation exams. At anoth- 
er school, he tutored students in Bi- 
ble and Talmud in exchnge for les- 
sons in math and history. 

Later he began to teach at a reli- 
gious high school, while working for 
a B.A. at Bar-flan University. spe- 
cializing in psychology. pedagogy. 
Jewish history and biblical method- 
ology. Aside from that, he ex- 
plained. he is self-taught. 

Lau said he can accept the fact 
that people are labelling him a “‘lib- 
eral” and a “modern rabbi" if they 
meun that he uses modern methods 
fo convey a spiritual message. In 
Bnei Brak, there have been posters 
denouncing him for his appearances 
on television: for him. the medium 
is simply a meuns of reaching three 
million people instead of 500 in a 
synagogue in Netanya, 

He added that he is also willing to 
be considered “modern” if the term 
is used to describe his work as the 
one rabbi on the Israel Helsinki 
Committee, a national body set up 
as part of an international effort to 
establish a system of ethics in medi- 
cal practice. dealing with such issues 
as artificial insemination and organ 
transplants, both from the living and 
the dead. 


HOWEVER, LAU stated that he is 
not willing to be considered “‘mod- 
ern” if this connotes compromising 
the Shulban Aruch or Mishne Tora 
codes, 

“I believe that the Tora was given 
to us at Sinai, but I interpret it ac- 
cording to the School of Hillel, not 
because I want to but because the 
Halacha is according to the School 
of Hillel.” he said. 

He can understand those who say 
that they observe only three of the 
613 Mitzvot, he said, but not those 
who would say that these precepts 
can be changed. 

This viewpoint is also conveyed in 
his stand on such practical issues as 
whether or not yeshiva students 
should be drafted. They should be

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The Holocaust and the Red Cross 


THE Jews were expendable. That is the con- 
clusion drawn by American historian Monty 
Noam Pinkower from his study of the Free 
World's attitude to the massacre of six million 
Jews by the Nazis and their henchmen in 
World War II, notably between the years 1942 
and 1945. Its self-righteous apathy in the face 
of the Holocaust will remain the historic 
shame of the Free World to the last 
generation. 

The favourite excuse of the Allied Powers 
for doing nothing to rescue the Jews even 
from the jaws of the crematoria was that, 
apart from the difficulty, a quick victory over 
the Nazis had to take precedence. No such 
phony reasoning could explain the behaviour 
of the International Committee of the Red 
Cross, ἃ non-governmental organization with 
headquarters in Geneva. Resident on neutral 
territory, and treated with some respect in 
Berlin, the ICRC could, if not actually protect 
the Jews, at least raise an alarm about their 
mass slaughter. The tightest possible secrecy 
about the “Final Solution” was, for good rea- 
son. one of the Nazis" aims. 

But the ICRC, to ies shame, was virtually 
silent and mostly inactive as Jews by the mil- 
lions were being pushed to their deaths by the 
genocidal Eichmann’s ins. 

Recent public criticism of the ICRC for its 
wartime conduct have, it seems, been weigh- 
ing on its conscience. Six years ago a Swiss 
history professor, Jean-Claude Favez, was 
conimissioned by the ICRC’s Director-Gener- 
al. Jacques Moreillon, to examine them in the 
light of the Red Cross wartime archives. Prof. 
Favez has now rendered his judgment, and it 
is harsh, 

By at Jeast the summer of 1942, says he, the 
ICRC must have figured out, from informa- 
tion streaming to its headquarters, that a full- 
scale slaughter of the Jews was underway. Yet 
it did nothing to even try to pressure the 
Germans by publicizing the facts. 

When the “too cautious” committee finally 
met to issue an appeal on behalf of the Jews, it 
was so watered down, says Prof. Favez. that 
the Jews were not even mentioned nor the 
German criticized in it. : 

In publicly commenting on Prof. Favez's 
conclusions, Director-General Moreillon has 
taken issue with him on some points. He 
argues that. for one thing, the ICRC’s infor- 
mation, even in late 1942, about the progress 


According to statistics pub-

of the “Final Solution” was “mostly indirect 
and incomplete”; and that the ICRC felt that, 


. by issuing an appeal on behalf of the Jews “it 


might jeopardize its ability to assist the prisou- 
ers of war in the hands of the Reich.” 

Such special pleading does no credit to M. 
Moreillon. The Nazi intention to exterminate 
the Jews was known years before the 1942 
Wannsee conference, and it was not necessary 
to obtain direct and complete information on 
the progresss of the Holocaust to divine where 
it was heading. As for PoWs, there is no 
evidence of the ICRC having taken any mea- 
sure to prevent the sinister segregation of 
Jewish war prisoners by the Nazis toward the 
end of the war. 

It would, however, be unfair to M. Moreil- 
lon, a man of undisputed humanity, to cavil at 
such attempted defence of the ICRC's past 
conduct. Much more impressive is the direc- 
tor-general's ready agreement, “with hind- 
sight, that in some countries where the domi- 
nation of the Third Reich was not total, the 
ICRC could probably have saved more Jewish 
people than it did.” While he still doubts that 
any amount of ICRC pressure could have 
affected the Nazi policy of systematic annihi- 
lation on the Eastern Front and in Germany, 
Mr. Moreillon allows that in countries such as 
Hungary and Romania the ICRC “did not 
seek out...all the possible ways and means of 
protecting more of the victims.” 

While laying, somewhat obliquely, some of 
the blame for the wartime ICRC’s pusillanimi- 
ty on pressure by the pusillanimous Swiss 
government of the time, M. Moreillon also 
grants that “The ICRC could...have shown 
more imagination and greater firmness in or- 
der to persuade the Allies (especially the 
United States and Britain) and the neutral 
countries to combat the policy of genocide 
and — particularly with regard to Switzerland — 
to relax their policies towards refugees, the 
Jews in particular, for whom admittance by 
neutral countries and the Allies represented 
the only chance of survival.” 

Such open confession of past sins will not 
revive the dead, nor wipe out the past; but it is 
certainly to be applauded. and most heartily. 
It would indeed be commendable if M. Mor- 
eillon's moral example were to be followed by 
a certain preacher right across the Alps, the 
wartime behaviour of whose own organization 
toward the Jews is not above questioning.

THE QUESTION of these religious 

preferences brings us back to 
the personal credibility and the dif- 
ferential attitudes to the religious 
antics of the big party leaders.

His track record has left 
him with little credibility among his 
own camp. 

That is why one o: the very few 
things 1 am prepared to bet on in 
Israeli politics is that Arik Sharon 
will never become leader of the Li- 
kud or prime minister of Israel. 

Peres has always had a serious 
image probiem, which successive Li- 
kud hatchet-job campaigns have ag- 
gravated. I believe that the crude- 
ness of the recent examples of his 
pursuit of ‘the religious vote will 
have a boomerang effect: on the one 
hand not attracting even one reli- 
gious voter; but on the other hand, 
putting off voters in the crucial mid- 
die, who are agonizing over the very 
question of Peres’s and the Labour 
Party's credibility on the central is- 
sues of the campaign. 

Susan Hattis Rolef, the editor of

a Such stands could be expected to 
attract the votes of many young re- 
serve soldiers -- many of whom ac- 
cording to the polls tend to vote for 
the right - and of young parents 
worried sick by the declining quality 
of the schooling offered to their 
children. 

That would require a high degree 
of political courage, and I believe 
that it would not even alienate many 
tmuly religious voters who are deeply 
ashamed of the draft-dodging posi- 
tion of the Aaredi yeshivot.

= is a hellish torment. 

Adults who are terminally il] can 
speak up and demand not to have 
their suffering prolonged by life- 
support systems. Children, too 
young to be articulate and under- 
stand their rights as patients, have 
no one to speak for them but their 

nts. 

My colleague, D'vora Ben Shaul, 
addressed herself this Sunday (“The 
quality of mercy,” August 28) to 
explaining the distinction between 
what is commonly called “mercy 
killing” and what is at issue here: 
“refraining from adopting heroic 
measures designed to artificially 
prolong the life of the sufferer.” She 
discussed the law and practice in 

. Various countries, but did not deal 
fully with who is to decide on a 
course of action for a dying child. 

The case of 32-month-old Yael 
Shefer is now before the Supreme 
Court. Yael is suffering from Tay- 
Sachs disease, an untreatable illness 
that results in physical and mental 
retardation followed by death, usu- 
ally by age four. While Yael lies 
unconscious in a Safad hospital, her 
mother, Talila, has asked that the 
hospital be barred from administer- 
ing life-prolonging treatment. In 
short. Talila Shefer has asked that 
her child be allowed to die. 

Parents have a natural duty to 
protect their child's life. They also 
have 2 natural obligation to protect 
the child from unnecessary suffering 
- the pain and/or the prolongation 
of the dying process in a terminal 
iliness. When these two obligations 
are in conflict, the parents face a 
wrenching dilemma. 

Some, out of love, cling to their

child’s life to the bitter end, asking 
the doctors to continue treating — 
that is, to keep the child alive no 
matter what. In this case there is no 
one to speak for the child, to defend 
an infant or toddler from more sur- 
gery. more IV needles, nasal tubes, 
severe constipation, prolonged diar- 
rhea, uncontrollable vomiting. iso- 
lation from family and sheer physi- 
cal pain that medication can't 


control, all of which may be the 
concomitants of terminal i and 
its treatment. 


A few parents — when it has: be- 
come apparent that modern medi- 
cine can offer nothing but more suf- 
fering to their child — decide to ask 
the doctors to allow the illness to 
take its natural course, and to let the 
ee isnot made 

ily; parents are People least 
likely to desire the death of their 
own child. Their choice also arises 
from love for the child, and their 
conviction that their duty to protect 
jeabernaterd suffering 
cverrides their obligation to prolong 
his life. Their decision should be 
given serious consideration by the 
public, the medical establishment 
and the courts. 


WHEN, IN 1982, our two-year-old 
son, Yanai who was suffering from 
brain cancer sli into a coma, we 
asked doctors at Hadassah Universi- 
ty Hospital in Ein Kerem to stop 
feeding him through a nasal tube 
and to let him die. They refused;

they succeeded m bringing him out 
of thie coma, and he suffered agoniz- 
ing pain for several more months 
before he finally died. 

The doctors — who, for the most 
part, were dedicated and honest - 
offered us one option, the same one 
that Talila Shefer said on Israel TV

The family’s suffering cannot be 
the criterion for allowing a child to 
die, but the consequences of pro- 
longing the child’s life must be

The protracted hospitalization 
and suffering of a child bas a pro- 
found effect on a family; dragging 


caring for the sick child around the 
clock. The first to suffer from the 


family. When the illness lasts for 
many months, or even years, as in 
the case of Yael Shefer, the trauma 
of the other children can be very 
great. Talila Shefer has spoken on 
Israel Television of the emotional 
crisis her older child is-undergoing. 
is, in protecting the life of 

the ill child at all costs, one may be 
destroying the “life” of the family. 
Another argument is that allow- 
ing parents to speak for the child in 
such circumstances may encourage 


invariably fatal. 

Down Syndrome, for example, is 
entirely different from Tay-Sachs. 
Down Syndrome children, born 
with a chromosomal defect, may be 
physically healthy, but usually suffer 


some degree of mental retardation. 
They are children who will grow and 
develop, and who, with the loving 
care of their families and develop- 
mental experts, may take their place 
in society. They are not dying 
children. 


IT MAY BE ARGUED that were a 
child capable of considering the op- 
tions and articulating a choice, he or 
she might choose to cling to life as 
Se ees wii aie 
y ill adults do, But small children 
cannot make such decisions, and so 
their parents must be trusted to de- 
cide for them, as they do in all other 
aspects of the child's life. 
A fourth argument is that “expe- 
diency” must never be a factor in 


- deciding whether a patient is to live 


or die, However, in the six months 
that our son was ill, he was hospital- 
ized for three months. He had major 
sutgery once, minor surgery four 
times, radiation and chemotherapy 
treatments and many CAT scans; 
and he was in intensive care for sev- 
eral days. During the months that he 
was not italized, he was at the 
hospital nearly daily for some treat- 
ment or another. 

The cost of his care — borne by our 
health fand — must have been stag- 
gering. In a nation with limited re- 
sources, providing this treatment for 
a dying child means that someone 
else — with a chance for a productive 
life -- may be deprived of treatment 
— perhaps a child in need of a heart 


transplant whose family cannot raise 
the necessary funds for the opera- 
tion 


By refusing to make a decision to 
allow one life to end, we could be 
indirectly dooming other patients to 
death. 


AN ARGUMENT has been raised 
by my colleague Moshe Kohn in his 
column, “View from Nob.” He sug- 
gests that cases like Yael Shefer's 
are divinely ordained in order to 
give their parents ‘a chance to dis- 
cover their mettle.” 

The most despicable sadists are 
those who torture children and, in 
particular, those who do so before 
the eyes of their parents. I find abso- 
tutely abhorrent the notion of a God 
who could countenance suffering in 
an innocent child as a test of the 
parents. There are enough ways to 
test mettle, faith and other qualities 
in parents, there is no j tion 


for the unnecessary suffering of chil- 


The shadow of “euthanasia™-as 
practiced by the Nazis hangs heavily 
over our collective memory. But Ta- 
lila Shefer has not asked anyone to 
induce her child's death; she has 
asked only that the dying process 
not be prolonged. 

The best of our thinkers are need- 
ed to arrive at a decision-making 
process that would prevent ex- 
cesses, but would allow for appro- 
priate action in cases like those of 
‘Yael Shefer. ᾿ 

We must be careful lest, in our 
blind adherence to a humane princi- 
ple -- the sanctity of human life -- we 
become inbuman.

A GOOD LOBBY in Washington is 
judged, among other things, by the 
relevance and accuracy of the infor- 
mation it provides to congressmen 
and administration officials. Where 
the Middle East is concerned. rele- 
vant information may include data 
about the performance of the latest 
weapons systems. or about the his- 
tory of the Jewish connection to 
Jerusalem. 

In the case of the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee {Aipac), 
however, the most important “‘in- 
formation” it provides may often be 
its opinion — about the issues in gen- 
eral or about a politician's position 
on the Israel-Arub conflict. For 
most politicians, then, it is worth 
knowing how Aipuc, the pro-Israel 
lobby, views the issues and how it 
Teucts to their positions. 

A recent case in point is the praise 
lavished on the Middle East plank in 
the Republican platform by Aipac 
director Tom Dine. He called it “the 
best statement of America's interest 
in that part of the world that has 
been produced by cither party in 
history.” 

To some observers. particularly 
those in the Democratic Party, this 
sounded ominously like an endorse- 
ment of the Republican presidential 
licket. To Aipac leaders. however, 
Dine’s statement was merely 
“information.” 

“Why can’t we recognize that 
someone has done an excellent job? 
This was not an endorsement, but a 
statement of fact, “ said Robert 
Asher, former Aipac president and 
now chairman of the board. In an 
interview this week in Jerusalem, 
Asher reiterated the Aipac position 
that “the Republican platform is the 
best platform on the Middle East for 
people interested in a strong U.S.- 
Israel relationship. [ have met with 
advisers to both candidates ~ Bush

and Dukakis — and I told them that I 
hope they had the best possible posi- 
tion on Israel. 1 want to help it 
happen.” 

During the campaign we can ex~ 
pect to hear more Aipac comments 
on the candidates and their posi- 
tions. “We generally don’t editorial- 
ize,” said Asher, “but only present 
information. The Jewish community 
is sufficiently aware of things to be 
able to understand it.” 

Asher, a retired businessman 
from Chicago, was president of Ai- 
pac from 1984 to the spring of this 
year. He has been active on the 
board of his local federation and the 
national board of the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board. Besides Aipac, his Isra- 
ef involvements include the Music 
Foundation, which promotes oppor- 
tunities for youth in the performing 
arts; and the Society for Excellence 
Through Education. which is setting 
up an arts and sciences academy in 
Jerusalem for gifted children. 


UNLIKE the leaders of most Jewish 
organizations, Asher was reluctant 
to be interviewed. “We prefer to 
stay out of the public eye. We don't 
want Aipac to become the issue.” 
The growing interest of the news 
media in Aipac, however, is a result 
of its reputation for effectiveness on 
the Washington scene, and its force- 
ful presence in the organized Jewish 
community. ἔς was not such a high- 
powered or high-profile organiza- 
tion 15 years ago. 

In 198i there were fess than 
10.000 members of Aipac, but today 
there are over 50,000. It had an 
annual budget then of $1.5 million, 
and a staff of 40. Today its staff has 
doubled and its budget stands at 
37.5πι. Aipac’s new president is Ed- 
ward Levy of Detroit.

planes to Saudi Arabia. Aipac lost 
this fight, but it solidified its reputa- 
tion as a tough customer to deal with 
in the corridors of power. 

Much of Aipac’s growth occurred 
during Asher's tenure as president. 
“What we have tried to do is stimu- 
late the Jewish community at the 
g7ass roots to be involved in politics 
and government. Jews today are 
ready to be involved in politics as 
Jews. 

“In the Roosevelt administration, 
for example, individual Jews 
achieved prominence, but the com- 
munity had little influence. The 
Jews had ao rea! power, and the 
leadership then could not do every- 
thing possible to save their brethren 
in Europe.” 

Aipac’s new prominence as a 
mass membership body has made 
some other Jewish organizations 


- nervous, especially those which 


stress their role as a defender of 
Israel. Aipac’s leaders, which repre- 
sent a cross-section of the American 
Jewish community, are determined 
to amass and exercise power where 
the security and welfare of Israel are 
concemed. It's in America's best in- 
terest, Aipac argues, to have a 
strong Israel and a strong relation 
with Israel. The top priorities for 


* Aipac are ensuring that Israel con- 


tirues to get a generous share of 
American economic and military 
aid, lately about $3 billion a year; 
and keeping American arms that 
may threaten Israel out of the hands 
of hostile Arab states. "

Does Aipac believe it has to be 
more vigilant and militant than Isra- 
el on arms sales to the Arabs? How 
does Aipac decide when to fight 
these sales? “No, we don't have to 
be more militant than Israel. We 
make our decisions independently 
about when to fight, but we consult 
with Israel and with the administra- 
tion. We believe that it is harmful to 
American interests for the U.S. to 
seli arms -- any kind of arms - to 
nations that are not at peace with 
soos major ally in the Middle 


Asher qualified this on two 
counts, however. He said that Aipac 
registers its concern most intensely 
when offensive weapons are at is~ 
sue, and when these weapons repre-" 
sent advanced technology. 

In the recent flap over the sale of 
F-18 jet fighters and related weap- 
onry to Kuwait, active Aipac oppo- 
sition led the administration to im- 
pose restrictions on the use of the 
weapons and to eliminate a type of 
air-to-ground missile that could 
threaten Israel from the package. 

This incident, led with the 
multi-billion dollar sale of British 
arms to Saudi Arabia, has led some 
Jewish leaders to reconsider opposi- 
tion to arms — e the Arabs. 
They are concerned about a possible 
backlash against the Jewish commu- 
nity if American jobs are threatened

One of those to speak out against 
knee-jerk opposition to arms sales 
to the Arabs was Abraham Foxman, 
director of the Anti-Defamation 
League. Asher noted that it was 
“not norma)" for a Jewish organiza- 
tion, especially one represented in 
the Aipac leadership, to publicly op- 
pose the collective stance. “We are 
the only body authorized by the or- 
ganized Jewish community to lobby 
on behalf of Israel.” 

He also rejected charges chat Ai- 
pac has “gone too fas” in opposing 
arms sales. “It may be convenient 
for some people, notably the Saudis 
and the Jordanians, to say this, but. 
the facts are different. There are far 
more cases where we don't fight a 
sale -- the ratio is about 10 to one, [ 
would say." 


IT IS Aipac’s job, Asher said, to 
“walk a thin line” between the ma- 
jor parties in Israel. “It is a regular 
thing for Labour to tell us that we 
are working for the Likud, or vice 
versa. Our sole interest, however, is 
the state of Israel.” 

Staying out of partisan conflicts 
originating in Israel is not always 
easy or possible. Last March, for 
example, 30 senators -- many of 
them staunch “friends of Israel” -- 
sent a letter to Prime Minister Sha- 
mir urging him to adopt the “land 
for peace” formula that had become

The Palestianian issue ΜῈ expected 
to occupy Aipac to a much greater 
extent than in the past. Earlier this 
year, for example, Aipac mobilized 
its grass-roots forces in the months 
before the Democratic convention 
to block a nation-wide effort to in- 
clude planks in favour of a Palestin- 
ian state in the platforms of state 
Democratic organizations. In only 
seven cases, Asher said, was such a 
plank approved. 


AS A REGISTERED lobby, Aipac 
is not allowed to endorse candidates 
Or contribute to election campaigns. 
Nevertheless, it has considerable in- 


fivence on ional election 
campaigns, which it exercises indi- 
rectly through Jewish potitical activ- 


ists and fund-raisers. This is one of 
the main sousces. of its power in 
Washington.

Although 
modest and soft-spoken, he exuded complete self- 
confidence and belief that to his unit, a criminal 
like Avitan was small fry. By a curious coincidence, 

Friday night's magazine had a long item about the 
horrors of Beersheba prison. We were shown cells 
reminiscent of the ones in The Count of Monte 
Cristo, except that the count had more air, privacy 
and convenience. One of the Beersheba inmates 
commented, “It's a place for animals, not human 
beings." But anybody keeping animals in such con- 
ditions would have the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Aaimals on them like a pack of 
hunting-dogs on a captured rabbit. It is not surpris- 
ing that so many Beersheba inmates have tried to 
commit suicide.

If Beersheba is so bad, the imagination boggles 
when trying to picture the conditions under which 
thousands of Palestinians have been held since the 
start of the intifada, a large proportion under ad- 
ministrative detention without being tried.

THE ESCAPE prompted two good interviews, one

gist chairing a conference on victimology. 

Givati described with considerable subtlety the 
nature of the relationship between prison warder 
and convict. This, he said, must be based on trust 
and on treating the prisoners as human beings. One 
of the great problems is that in so circumscribed a 
life, every little thing becomes of utmost impor- 
tance to the prisoner. The great problem is to strike 
the balance between the need to rehabilitate and 


provide hope with the maintenance of security. "America. has been accused of killing him, a- 


Ben-David explained that 80 per cent of the 
people in prison were childhood victims of physical 
or spiritual violence. such as excessive punishment 
or incest. She said that a man who thinks of himself 
as a victim of persecution easily becomes a persecu- 
tor: he takes to alcohol or drugs or crime or 2 
combination of these things.

Confusion of the mind | 


The Tora reading this week is Ki Tavo (Deuter. 
onomy 26:1-29:8) 


THE ARRAY of conditional curses that may - 
befall the people “if they do not listen” (Deu- 


teronomy 28:15-68) is indeed most frightening” _ 


and even unthinkable. Some scholars see it as 
an example of the powerful expressiveness of © 
the Bible. Joseph H. Hertz in his Humash com- 
mentary quotes the British historian Dean Mil- 
man (1791-1868): “The sublimity of the denun- 
ciations surpasses anything in the oratory of the , 
poetry of the whole world... Nothing can ap- 
proach the tremendous maledictions which 
warned Israel against the violation of the Law.” 
To the contemporary observer, however, 


who may have only a cursory knowledge of the - 


history of the Holocaust, the tochecha (“‘re- 
buke"’) - that is how the list of curses is known 
in Jewish tradition -- is no mere le of 
“poetry” nor of oratorical “‘sublimity”. It is a 
vivid description of a grim reality enacted down 
to its minutest detail. The written horrors of 
antiquity often pale in comparison to the events ἡ 
actually experienced in “modern” times by mil- - 
lions of people, some of whom are stil] among 
us. 


Even prior to the Holocaust there were those’ 
Jewish thinkers (like Isaac Breuer and others) 
who claimed that the rochecha, its horrifying 
curses as well as its eventual comforting prom- 
ises, still had to be taken seriously. The world 
we live in provides os with ao security whatso- 
ever. “Everything is possible” and therefore 
conditional, depending largely on what we do or 
what we do not do. The keyword for our surviv- 
αἱ and well-being for today remains what it was 
in the Tora, just a short word, made up of only 
two letters, both in Hebrew and in 
English:"im™("if")..." 

What stood out for many centuries as a stern 
and ominous warning for sinners reads today as 
an updated catalogue of modem phenomena 
proclaimed daily in newspaper headlines and 
media broadcasts: bloody wars (comp. 28, verse 
25), spreading sicknesses (verse 21-22), shame- 
ful starvation (verse 48), disastrous changes of 
climate (24). Jack of safety on the roads (19), 
failure of education (32), breakdown of family 
life (30), invasions from afar (49), widening gap 
between parents and children (53), uncon- 
trolled jealousy (33), exile (365) and alienation 
(29). 


ONE OF THOSE curses stands out in particu- 
lar as a sign of our age: ‘The Lord will afflict 
you with madness, blindness and astonishment . 
of the heart” (28:28). Some modern translations 
render the fast part of the verse, in Hebrew 
timhon levav, as “confusion of the mind” (NIV) 
or simply “dismay” (New JPS). _ .

It is interesting to note that the same fimhon,_” 
levay appears again in one of the best-known 
prayers, the αἱ her confessional recited several 
times during Yom Kippur: 

Ve'al het shehatanu lefanecha be-timhon le- 
vay, ‘And for the sin we have sinned before you 
in confusion of the heart.”

for sins committed. It is definitely listed as a 
punishment, not as a sin. One would not think 


of confessing, for instance, for the “sin” of * 


“consumption” or “fever” which are on the 
same list of punishments along with “confusion 


* of the mind” (verse 22). Why then confess over 


this jast one? 

It seeems that we are confronted here with 
two types of “confusion of the mind” although 
they started out originally as one and the same. 

“Confusion of the mind” may have come 
upon the sinners as one of the punishments for 
“not listening.” It should be overcome when the 


spunishment has been fulfilled. There are, how- 
“ever, people who. do not necessarily view this ἢ 


‘kind of punitive “confusion” as a mere punish- 
ment, but rather relish in it and boast of the fact 
that they feel “mixed up.” In certain circles, 
timhon levay, “confusion of the mind,” is even 
looked upon as a sign of elitist distinction and of 
intellectual profundity. There are those self- 
declared and almost professional “searchers” 
whose only fear, it seems, is that they might, 


Heaven forbid, actually find the way. 

This kind of rimhon levaw by choice tums ἃ 
punishment into a sin and requires its inclusion 
in the list of confessions οἵ the af het. 


NOT THAT every “confusion of mind” is by 
itself always sinful. Searching, wondering and 
pondering can very well be productive and cre- 
ative, and lead one in the right direction. A 
well-known landmark in the history of the yi- 
shuv came in the form of an article written by 
the late famous labour leader Berl Karznelson, 
and it bas been quoted often since its first 
publication, The title of the article calling for 
revision of Zionist thought at the time was “‘Bi- 
zchut ha-Mevucha uve-Gnut Hatiah,” ( “In Fa- 
vour of Confusion, Against Covering Up”). In 
Ty own meetings with various ἢ π 
introduce my task as trying to do ite of 
what Maimonides did. While he wrote the 
Guide to the Perplexed, 1 try to “perplex the 
guides,” to break through the self-assurance 
and self-righteousness of some of our guides 
and ‘teachers. - 

While perplexity and confusion are some- 
times a blessing in disguise, they can certainly 
not serve as a permanent guideline in the life of 
the individual or the nation and must be seen as 
ἃ punishment that will vanish when it has been 
exacted. Indulging willingly in permanent tim- 
hon levav of simultaneous saying of “yes” and 
“no™, and sending other such mixed messages. 
is an intolerable act that requires confession and 
repentance. ; : 

According to its original appearance in the 
Tora, timhon levav is followed by a total loss of 
way: “And you shail grope at noonday; as the 
blind πὶ the dark, you will be unsuccessful in 
everything you do™ (verse 29). No person or 
nation can afford the unclarity and ambivalence 
of mental confusion for a long time. It makes 
them not only lose the light that points where to 
go next and forget the ideals which illuminated 
their life, but it causes them while still ‘at 
noonday.” while their ideals. still thrive and 
shine, to fall into the position of being “blind in 
the dark.” 


What difference does it make to the blind, 
who does not see anyway, whether he is in the 
light or in the dark? The answer, according to 
the Midrash, is that when the blind person 
carries a light in his hand, other see.him and 
warn him not to stumble, sometimes they even 
follow his light. A blind person who lets the 
light extinguish or fall from his hand hardly has 
any hope of coming out of the dark unharmed. 
His present dismal situation of total loss of light 
is. not to forget, the direct result of timhon 
fevav, wavering about his own inser light and 
truth, not as a punishment inflicted upon him 
from the outside, but as a self-chosén sin. 

Marc Chagall understood this when he wrote: 
“We are not a people that dies...{ know it is 
difficult to find balm which would heal our body 
and our son}. But perhaps it will do us good if 
we kindie freely the lights‘of our own treasures 
and then sing freely in all the hues with which 


they were born. They will follow us as a shadow * 


that is no shadow at all ~ it is the Jew within us. 
It becomes abundantly clear:that the freer we 
are, the more Jewish we are. And the more 
Jewish we are, the more human.we ‘become.”

The postman won't ring once

__ Ifa relative dies, aon tell the Postal Authority. Someone is sittin 
in the Jerusalem post office, apparently waiting to earn a little pli 
revenue ‘for the authority by withholding mail sent to the recently 

deceased and demanding:a fee from their heirs for bandling it. 
pavnether the post office gains by this is dubious. What is certain is 
that it can cause the man-in-the-street a whopping headache. 

In One case, a person who filled in a form asking for her parents’ 
mai! to be redirected -- after producing the required legal documents. 
to do’ so ~ has had letters held up periodically over the past few 
months because the relevant authority discovered that one parent was 
deceased. 

After not receiving mail for some time, she was informed that it was 
being sorted and that post — other than bills and tax payments -- 
addressed to the deceased might not be forwarded at all. Despite all 
her pleading, it appears that legally she doesn't have a leg to stand on. 

_ According to Yitzhak Fabricant, the authority's chief of investiga- 
Uons. “postal articles addressed to a person who is deceased, for as 
long as they are in our possession, belong to the sender, and only the 
sender is permitted to decide whether to pass them on to someone 
else or fo return them to him [the sender].” 

This bureaucratic anomaly has its origims not in some quaint 
Ottoman regulation but in clause 54 of the Postal Authority Law 
which was passed by the outgoing Knesset in 1986. 

On behalf of the citizen from whom mail is being withheld, the 
authority is “prepared to approach the senders of postal articles, at 
[the citizen's} expense, and to ask what instructions they would like to 
give. Meanwhile, all mail is withheld, except for notices about tax 
payments and bills,” Fabricant explains, adding: "There is no guaran- 
tee that the sender is interested in transferring his mail to anyone else, 
including the executor of a will or the heir of the deceased.” 

In the past two years, “several dozen” persons have had their post 
confiscated in such a fashion, according to Michael Roth, deputy 
spokesman for the authority. 

Questioned as to how the names of the deceased reached the 
authority, Roth admitted that all had come from mail referral slips. 

He added that the postal officials did not follow up obituary notices 
from the press or peruse the population register for this purpose.

Another interesting idea that Hapoalim has come up with is a special 
“ditherers’ deposit” - although, of course. they don’t call it anything πὸ 
rude. This is a three-month unlinked shekel deposit that allows the 
investor to ponder at length over what to do with his money at the end οἱ 
that period. So long as he invests it in one of the bank's vehicles -- saving 
schemes, provident or mutual funds or an unlinked deposit of three 
months or more ~ he gets a prize for spending so long making up his 
mind, in the form of a 19% per annum interest rate for the three months 
he spent deciding. which is well above normal rates. — ἊΝ 

On the other hand, there are people in the opposite position of 
knowing exactly what they want to do with their money, but not yet 
having it available, because the bank share redemption is only October 
31. Hapoalim has something for this group as well, namely a loan for the 
period until the end of October at the genuinely cut-price rate of 12° per 
annum, with the proceeds being put into the investment of the customer's 
choice. and the loan repaid when the money comes due.

RIETI, Italy (AP) - Steve Cram’s 
Olympic dreams may be endan- 
gered by the injury he sustained 
here on Wednesday night. But 
Cram’s misery could prove to be 
Sebastian Coe's joy. The possibility 
has arisen of a role cmerging for 
Coe after all as a substitute in the 
British track team at Seoul. 

Cram, 27, was stopped en route to 
a world record try for the 1,000m by 
an apparent tendon injury. 

In the race, Cram rolled over in 
pain, holding his right leg. Italian 
doctor Bernardino Petrucci said 
Cram apparently burt his right 
Achilles tendon and there were 'se- 
rious doubts" the British miler 
“would be able to run ‘in Seoul:~ 

“No matter how light the injury 
is, I feel it will force Cram to rest for 
at feast 10 days, and there are seri- 
ous doubts he can run in Seoul,” the 
doctor said. 

Cram at first said he was con- 
cemed about his injury. but thes 
expressed some optimism us he 
limped off the track. “Had it been 
the Olympic final. I could have 
made it to the finish, But when I felt 
the sharp pain at the bottom of the 
Tight calf, in the tendon area, 1 


stopped. 

“If this is in line with a number of 
injuries I have had in the past. I 
guess a few days of rest will be 
enough. It is just too bad that in the 
years I am doing well. these things 
have to happen.” Cram said. 

Cram said he was “obviously wor- 
ried" about his injury, but said he 
was also confident he could run in 
Seoul. 

Seb Coe himself had said earlier. 
“Tam finished with the Olympics,” 
the younger Coe had said. “The last 
thing in the world I would want is to 
run in Seoul because someone in the 
team has been injured. I sincerely 
do hope Steve will be fit and able to 
compete in the Olympics.""- —~ 

But Coe's father and coach, Peter 
Coe, said about his son: “Ἱ he was 
offered the chance of going to the 
Olympics, he would jump at it. Of 
course, he wouldn't want it to be on 
the back of someone else’s injury. 
and he would be very concerned 
that Steve Cram should be fit.” 

The senior Coe added that his son 
was “very pleased" with his time in 
the 1.500 m, in which he finished 
third, “as it's the first 1,500m he’s 
tun for a long time.”

Inmates hopeful after justices visit Ketziot prison | Koor worried about credit
